WESTFIELD 
STATE  NORMAL  SCHOOL. 

This  is  one  of  the  three  Normal  Schools,  established  by 
the  State  of  Mass.  for  the  education  of  School  Teachers, 
and  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Board  of  Education. 
It  first  went  into  operation  at  Barre,  Sept.  4th,  1839,  under 
the  care  of  Prof.  Samuel  P.  Newman,  as  Principal.  It 
continued  at  Barre  till  Nov.  1841,  when,  upon  the  death 
of  its  Principal,  it  was  suspended  till  Sept.  4th,  1844.  The 
school  then  recommenced  at  Westfield,  with  Rev.  Emer- 
son Davis,  D.  D.  for  its  Principal,  and  remained  under  his 
care  till  Sept.  3d,  1846,  when  our  new  and  beautiful  Nor- 
mal School  Edifice  was  dedicated.  Since  then  it  has  been 
under  the  care  of  its  present  teachers.  Since  its  first  es- 
tablishment, about  300  (males  and  females)  have  been 
members  of  the  school,  some  for  a  single  term,  and  others 
for  two  or  more  terms.  About  118  towns  in  11  counties 
have  been  represented  in  the  School.  The  object  of  the 
school  is  to  qualify  teachers  more  thoroughly  and  more 
specifically  for  their  work,  than,  it  is  believed,  the  circum- 
stances of  other  institutions  will  allow  them  to  do.  Lec- 
tures are  given,  almost  daily,  upon  modes  of  teaching, 
school  discipline,  obligations  of  teachers,  school  arrange- 
ments, &c.  &c.  It  is  intended  that  all  the  influences  of  the 
school  shall  be  precisely  those,  lohich  are  best  adapted  to 
qualify  teachers  for  their  responsible  station,  and  to  give 
them  more  elevated  views  of  the  dignity  and  importance  of 
their  work.    As  may  be  seen,  by  reference  to  the  course 
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of  Study  pursued,  we  aim  to  make  Teachers  more  thorough- 
ly acquainted  with  those  exercises,  which  will  chiefly  claim 
their  attention  in  the  Common  School ;  and,  after  this  has 
been  in  a  good  degree  accomplished,  they  can  advance  to 
higher  branches.  The  exercises  of  the  school  are  exclu- 
sively English. 


COKDITIONS  OF  ME3IBERSHIP. 

Applicants  for  admission  to  the  school,  if  males,  must 
be  at  least  17  years  of  age,  and  16  at  least,  if  females. 
None  can  be  admitted  for  less  than  two  full  terms,  which 
must  be  successive  terms,  except  in  case  of  tJiose,  who  ivish 
to  be  absent^  in  the  mean  time ^  for  the  purpose  of  teaching. 
There  must  be  an  explicit  declaration  that  the  applicant 
intends  to  become  a  Teacher.  A  certificate  of  good  mor- 
al and  intellectual  character  must  be  presented  to  the  Prin- 
cipal. All  are  required  to  sustain  an  examination,  satis- 
factory to  the  Principal,  in  Reading,  Spelling,  Writing, 
Arithmetic,  Geography  and  Grammar,  previous  to  enter- 
ing the  school.  Candidates  must  be  present  the  first  week 
of  the  session,  unless  their  absence  is  beyond  their  control. 
Those  qualified  as  above  required,  if  they  belong  to  the 
State,  and  intend  to  teach  in  the  State,  are  admitted  free 
of  tuition.  Teachers  from  other  States,  who  join  the 
school,  and  those  who  belong  to  the  State,  but  design  to 
teach  elsewhere,  will  be  charged  86,00  a  term,  tuition,  in- 
cluding the  use  of  books.

Vocal  music  is  taught  three  times  a  week  to  the  whole 
school. 

Composition  is  a  weekly  exercise  for  the  whole  school. 
There  are  also  frequent  exercises  in  preparing  abstracts  of 
the  several  studies. 

THE  MODEL  SCHOOL. 

Connected  with  the  Normal  School  (in  the  same  build- 
ing) is  a  Model  or  Experimental  School,  in  which  the 
members  of  the  Normal  School  have  an  opportunity  of 
spending  an  hour  a  day,  as  assistant  Teachers,  after  they 
have  attended  the  Normal  School  one  term.    The  school 
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consists  of  about  75  pupils  between  the  ages  of  4  and  16.  j 
It  is  considered  an  important  part  of  the  Normal  School  I 
establishment,  as  it  affords  the  Normal  pupils  an  opportu-  \ 
nity  of  connecting  Practice  with  Theory. 


TERMS. 

The  school  year  is  divided  into  three  equal  terms,  of  14 
weeks  each,  commencing  as  follows.  I 

The  Spring  and  Summer  Term,  the  first  Wednesday  in  j 
April.  I 

The  Fall  Term,  the  third  Wednesday  in  August. 

The  Winter  Term,  the  second  Wednesday  in  Dec. 


VACATIONS 


The  Fall  Vacation  continues  two  weeks,  commencing 
with  Thanksgiving  week,  the  Spring  Vacation  continues 
three  weeks,  and  the  Summer  Vacation,  five  weeks. 

EXAMINATIONS. 

The  school  is  visited  and  examined  by  the  visiting  Com- 
mittee at  the  close  of  each  Term.  The  examinations  are 
all  public. 


BOARD. 

Board  can  be  obtained  in  private  families,  for  about 
81.75  per  week,  the  greater  part  of  the  year.  In  the 
Winter,  something  additional  is  charged  for  fuel  and 
lights.    (Board  includes  washing  and  rooms.) 
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BOOKS,  APPARATUS,  &c. 

The  ordinary  school  books  are  furnished  to  the  pupils 
from  the  Library,  at  a  charge  of  50  cents  a  term.  The 
Library  contains  about  700  Volumes,  chiefly  text  books  and 
works  on  Education.  In  the  Library,  are  the  Encyclopedia 
Britannica  21  Vols,  quarto,  and  the  Encyclopedia  America- 
na in  13  Vols,  among  other  very  valuable  works.  The  appa- 
ratus is  well  selected  and  adapted  to  the  wants  of  the  school. 
The  Library  and  Apparatus  have  been  considerably  extend- 
ed the  past  year,  by  donations,  exceeding  in  amount  $300. 

SITUATION,  HOUSE,  &c. 

The  school  is  conveniently  situated  for  those,  especially,  who  live 
near  the  Railroads,  being  only  half  a  mile  from  the  Westfield  De- 
pot, and  9  miles  from  Springfield.  The  House  is  one  of  the  most 
beautiful  in  New  England,  and  is  very  convenient  in  all  its  parts. 
Its  situation  is  highly  favorable  in  reference  to  the  objects  of  the 
School.  The  greater  part  of  the  pupils  are  able  to  find  boarding 
places  within  40  rods  of  the  school.
